NOTIFICATION. 

The 41h November, 1889,— Whereas the basis of compensation to be awarded for revenue- 
paying lands taken up under the provisions of Act X of 1870 is intended by the said Act to 
be the actual price for which the land, subject to all its burdens, and, among othera, to the 
burden of the payment of land revenne, would sell in the market, it is necessary that the 
exact amount of the revenue demand should be ascertained and recorded before the award of 
compensation can be determined ; and whercas, undcr the provisions of the existing Jaw, the: 
Revenue authorities, and none other, can regulate the amount cf the revenue charge to be: 
enforced against an estate, or a portion of an estate; and whereas some of the rales already 
promulgated under section 59 of the said Act proceed on assumptions which are at varianse 
with the principle above enunciated, the following revised rules are issued by the Government 
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of Bengal, with the sanction of the Governor-General in Council, in supersession of those 
previously in force :— 

I.—Whenever any revenue-paying land shall be acquired under the Act, the proprietor 
shall, except as provided in Rule VI, be relievod of liability to pay revenue to tne extent of 
the Government demand upon the said land, and such relief shall have effvet from the date 
on which the Collector may tuke possession of the land on account of Government.

XL—On the ate on which payment of compensation in any case may become due under 
rection 41 of the Act, the Collecto: shall tencer the amount to auch of the persone entitled to 
receive it as may be present at his oftice in person, or by agent duly authorised to receive the

same, informing them at the same time that, in the event of their refusal to accept the amount 
teadered, no claim to interest will be entertained. Should any such person be absent and 
have no authorized agent at the Collector’s Court, the Collector shall serve a notice upon 
lim, calling upon him to attend in person or by agent. within one week of his mecipt of the 
notice, to receive the amount due to him, and warning him that on failure to appear within 
the period above numed, 10 interest whatever will be paid to bim 

Tho Collector shall satisfy himself of the due service of the noziee, and shou'd endeavour, 
from time to time, to secure the presence of the ex to receive payment so as to avoid, 
as far as possible, payment into the treasury on deposit. 

In theevent of the payees not presenting themselves for payment within a year from 
the date of the award the amounts due may be paid ino the Treasucy on revenue deposit 
and vouched for iu the form preseribed by Rule 5 on page 30a of the Civil Account Code, 
Volume J, tourtn edigon.

for the Ked Sea, &c. is 

2nd—To warn the Port Authorities and shipping of the probable or’ certain approach 
of a cyclonic storm to the port in question, in order that necessary precau- 
tions may be taken. 

It should be distinctly understcod that the storm signals will only be hoisted before 
and during cyclonic storms, and will not be used to indicate the prevalence of strong 
westerly winds, approaching in force to a gale, which occur occasionally during heavy burate 
of the south-west mousoon, and are partly, if not eptirely, dependeut on conditions in the 
interior of India. 

The day siguals are made by means of two canvas shapes—a cone and a drum. 

The night signals are red lights. 

Signal No. |.—Or warning signal, a black drum.

The objects of the system of storm signals are :— 


Isi—To yarn shipping at the ports on the West coast of Hindustin, and more 
especially at Bombay and Karéchi, of the probable existence of eyclonic 
atorins in the Arabian Sea, which they are likcly to encounter if they leave 
for the Med Sea, &e. ° 

Qnd—To warn the Port Authorities aud shipping of the probable or certain approach 
of a cyclonic storm to the port in question, in order that ucecssary precau- 
tions may be taken. 

It should be distinctly understood that the storm signals will only be hoisted before 
aud during cyclonic storms, and will not be usod to indicate the prevalence of strong 
westerly winds, approaching in force to a gale, which occur cccasionally during heavy burets 
of the south-west monsoon, and are partly, if uot entirely, dependenton conditions in the 
interior of Tndia. 

The day signala are made by means of two canvas shapes—a cone and a drum. 

The night signals are red lights. 

Signal No. 1,—Or warning sigual, a black dram, 

Thiy signal signifier that a storm is in esistence in the Arabian Sea, which may cither 
approach the port, or which may shortly cross onc or othe of the usual tracks of vessels 
Jeaving the port. 

There is uo night signal corresponding to this day sigual, 

Signal No. 2.—A black cone apes down by day, and three red lights (triangularly 
placed) apex down at night. i 

Thia signa) signifies that a cyclonic storm is likely to affect the port, with strong winds 
at firat from the southward. The shift of wind will depend on the track of the storm 
(ie., whether eastward or westward, Xc.). 

Signal No. 3.—A inlack conc apex up by day, and three red lights (triangularly placed) 
apex up et night, 

This signal signifies that a cyclonic storm is likely to affect the port, with strong winds 
at first from tbe northward. The shift of wind will depend upon the track of the storm 
(ie. whether eastward or westward). 

Signal No. 4.—A black drum over a black cone (apex down) by day, and four red lights 
placed in the form ofa square at night. 

This signal signifies that a heavy cyclone is approaching the port, and that the centre 
will pass over or very near the port, and hence that the shift of wind is likely to be sudden, 
aid the force of the wind very grest.

The Ist February 1889. on 

No. 625.—In exercise of the power conferrod by section 19 of the Sea Customa Act 
VIIL of 1878, the Governor-General in Council is pleased to prohibit the bringing into 
British India by sea or by iand of picces of copper or mixed metal which, not being coin as 
defined in the Indian Penal Code, arc intended to be uscd as money : 

Provided that the bringing of such pieces into British India by a traveller in quantity 
not exceeding one hundred pieces, and in good faith for his own use, shall not be deemed to 
be prohibited by this notification, 

2. Iu exercise of the power conferred by section 6 of the Metal Tokens Act I of 
1889, the Governor-General in Council is further pleased to direct— 

(a) that any person bringivg pieces of copper into British India in contravention 
of the foregoing prohibition under scction 19 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878, 
shall be liable to the punishment to which he would be liable if he were 
convicted under the Metal Tokens Act I of 1889 of making im British India, 
in contravention of section 8 of that Act, auy such piece as is mentioned in 
that section, and 

(U) that the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 4 and sub-section (1) of section 
5 of the Metal Tokens Act I of 1889, in relation to the offence of making in 
British India, iu contravention of section 3 of that Act, any such piece as is 
mentioned in that section, shall apply, 80 far as they can he made applicable, to 
the offence of contravening the foregoing prohibition under aection 19 of the 
Sea Customs Act, 1878.

4, Every other ship having petroleum on board shall not proceed upwards further 
than Budge-Budge, and such petroleum, whether landed at the petroleum wharf or other- 
wise discharged, shalt be detained there pending the grant of an import license under section 
5 of the Act, or the issue of a certificate under section 8 of the Act, or the issue by the 
Local Goverument of directions regarding it. 

5. (1) When a ship is stopped at Budge-Budge under rule 4, the Superintendent of 
the Petroleum Wharf shail, as soon as possible, not exceeding forty-eight hours from the 
ume of the petroleum being landed or discharged, into boats, obtain samples of all the 
petroleum landed or discharged, or intended to be landed or dicharged. The master shall 
deliver to the Superintendent without charge. such samples as he shall take. 

(2) Every different qnality of petroleum shall be separately xampled, and when petro- 
leum is represented to be of uniform quality, a sample shall be taken from one casc in every 
ten thousand cases. 

(3) The Superintendent shall forthwith seal the receptacles containing the samples, and 
having labelled them with the name of the ship, the name of the consigece, and such other

G. The Testing-olficer shall, as sun as practicable, and ordinarily within twenty-four 
hours after the receipt®of the samples, sign a report certifying that they are, or are pot, 
dangerous petroleum (as the case may be), and shall forward sucb report to the office of the 
Port Commissioners, sending also a copy of the same to the Commissioner of Police.

(1) all words and expressions defined in the Act shall have the meanings respec- 
tively assigned to them in the Act: 

(2) “the tawn of Ualeutts” means all places within the local limits of the original 
civil jurisdiction of the High Court of Jucheature at Fort William in Bengal : 
and . 

(3) “the municipalisy of Caleutta’? means the municipal limits of Caleutta as 
defined in the Calcutta Municipal Cousolidation Act, 1S#8. 





Possession of Petroleum. 


3. Lieruses for the possession of petroleum within the town of Caleutta shal! be 
granted only when (1) the quantity of petroleum co be kept in one place dues not exceed

4. Licenses for the possession of petroleum outside the town of Calcutta shall, if the 
quantity of petroleum to be kept in the place does not exceed 50,000 gallons, be granted on 
the same terms as those granted in the town of Culentta for the poxseraion in one place of 
not more than 5,000 gallons. If a license for the possession in one place of a larger 
quantity than 50,000 gallons be required, the license sl be grauted ou the same condi- 
tions as those granted in the town of Calcutta for the possession in one place of petroleum 
exceeding in quantity 5,000 gallons: provided that, if the place in which the petroledin isto 
be kept is situated within one hundred yards of the river Hooghly or Tolly’s Nullah, or the 
Circular Canal, the building shall further be surrounded by & wall or eatthen embshkment 
pot leas than foor fect high witn a trench close to, and completely surrounding, the butld:

Yad—-To warn the Port Authorities and shipping of the probable or certain approach 
of a cyclonic storm to the port in question, in order that necessary precau~ 

tious may be taken. 

It should be distinctly understood that the storm signala will only be hoisted before 
and during cyclonic storms, and will not be used to indicate the prevalence of strong 
westerly winds, approaching in force tu a gale, which occur occasionally during heavy bursts 
of the south-west monsoon, ard are partly, if not entirely, dependent oa conditions in the 
interior of India. 

Tho day signals are made by means of two canvas shapes—a cone and a drum. 

Phe night signals are red isghts. 

Signal No. }.—Or warning signal, a black drum. 

This signal signifies that a storm is in existence in the Arabian Sea, which may either 
approach the port, or which may shortly cross one or other of the usual tracks of vessela 
leaving the port. 

There is no night signal corresponding to this day signal. 

Signal No. 2.—A black cone apex down by day, and three red lights (triangularly 
plsced) apex down at night. + 

This signal signifies that a cyclonic atorm is likely to affect the port, with strong winds 
at first from the southward. -The shift of wind will depend on the track of the storm
